He reasoned that the 
theft was apparently done 
by professionals since only 
the windows were taken 
and nothing else out of 
place. Houston related this 


feeling after finding 
window screens* and 
window boards-neatly 


stacked alohg the wails 
with no extensive damage 
made. 

Describing them as “pro- 
fessional vandals," 
added that the only reason 
they left the top portions of 
the panes was because 
they could only be taken 
from the outside. 

What's more, the 
minister theorized that the 
thieves swiped the 
windows to supply another 
church just starting out. 

“Persons who do things 
like this desecrate the 
church house. They are 
not countenance of their 
actions,” Houston forgave. 
He then ruled out any 
member of his 
congregation as being

CMACAO, under the leadership of Curtis A. Brooks 
and his associates, is attempting to reverse this trend.

Last Friday CMACAO staged grand opening 
ceremonies for its food store at the corner of Oak and 
18th Sts.

Currently 
on the drawing board is a proposal to establish a food 
warehouse designed to provide lower prices for those 
making purchases at CMACAO Foods. 

Gov. Rhodes, who cut the ribbon at the grand 
opening of the new food store, said, among other things, 
that “in some areas of our inner cities, more than 40 per- 
cent of the young people cannot find jobs. 

CMACAQO is well aware of the situation and is deter- 
mined to provide a remedy for it. The organization is 
believed to be the only one in the nation that is following

CMACAO Federal Gredit Union is federally char- 
tered and open to all individuals in Franklin County. 
CMACAO Car Wash offers a full service car wash, in- 
terior as well as exterior and specializes in fleet service. 


CMACAO's economic thrust

CMACAO received 
funding totaling $538,000 
from the U.S. Community 
Services Administration 
which enabled the social 
service agency to launch 
business. 

The grants were 
awarded for one year’ to 
pay the salaries of the 70 
employees hired under the 
programs. The business 
will then have to become 
self sustaining when the 
grants expire, Brooks said. 

Calling for a new com- 
mitment from Ohio Law- 
makers, Gov. Rhodes 
correlated the high jobless 
rate with the decay of our 
inner cities. 

“The cities themselves 
are left with deteriorated 
and dilapidated shells of 
once productive plants. 
Instead of becoming and 
remaining strong and 
healthy economic centers, 
our cities are gradually 
becoming wastelands of 
decay,’ the Governor 
asserted. 

Rhodes said the people 
are leaving the cities 
because jobs are leaving, 

he added that the 
Columbus community was 
blessed by the leaders of 
CMACAO who started 
these job-producing 
operations.

Jennings added, in 
referring to the eventual 
vote, that the good will 
overrule the bad. He stated 
that the unofficial agree- 
ment is a package which

contract. 

Jennings noted that dis- 
senters have no_ specific 
goal in mind except to hold 
out and that.such a move 
would not produce any 
conceivable progress 
towards~arenegoiated 
agreement. 

The union official added 
that members. hadn't 
actually felt the crux 
(hardship) which can result 
from a strike.

Addressing the board 
during the public parti- 
cipation segment of the 
board's regular _meeung, 
William L. Buckel, a kings- 
wood school parent, and 
Evelyn A. Huhn, a Linden 
school parent, presented a 
proposal for encouraging 
the establishment of 
building-level school 
councils, Also submitting 
the proposal, but not 
present at the. meeting, 
was Edward F, Jackson Jr., 
a Berwick school parent 

in. a separate presen- 
tation, -Arcenaux Macklin, 
chairperson of Red Apple, 
a citizen’s task -force, 

presented the board with a 
report of the U.S. Com- 
mission on Civil Rights 
showing an analysis of 
leadership support of 
desegregation and 
outcomes | in 29 
communities 

The school council 
proposal calls for school 
councils to be set up at 


individual Schools, at the 
request df school-com- 
munity members, who 
would develop a charter 
and present it to the board 
for approval. ; 

The proposal is unique 
in that the councils would 
be controlled by the com- 
munity, rather than school 
officials, and that they 
would receive discre- 
tionary*funds of $10 per to 
study and evaluate the 
curriculum at their 
schools. Asked where the 
funds would come from, 
Huhn said the plan would 
eventually save money for 
the school system. 

School board members 
requested that the ad- 
ministration study the 
proposal and. bring their 
findings to a meeting of 
the board's committee-of- 
the-whole. 

Asked about the findings 
of the Civil Rights’ Com- 
mission’s report, Macklin 
read excerpts from the 
report which indicated that 
leadership is a_ critical 
factor in determining the 
outcomes of desegre- 
gation in school systems.

Of the more than 300 dis- 
crimination complaints it has received in 
the past foyr years, it has cut off funds in 
only one instance - in Chicago. 

Nevertheless, the threat of losing these 
funds (some $18 million, eines 1972), may 
do more to get equal treatment for 
minority policemen than all the court 
decisions possibly could.

Learning- How The System Work 


Al Bell, owner of Stax Records, Inc., of 
Memphis, Tenn.;was in Cleveland Sunday, 
Sept. 26. He spoke at Olivet Institutional 
Baptist Church. 

As | get it, Mr. Bell is on a nationwide 
tour trying to explain the whys of the 
failure of his company so soon after its 
meteoric rise to the status of a multimillion 
dollar company. 

According to press releases, the tour 
was suggested by a group of leading 
churchmen headed by Cong. Rev. Walter 
Fauntroy of Washington, and Bandleader 
Ben Branch, who is called the “Father of 
the Memphis Sound,” 

According to Rev. Fauntroy, Black 
business in American is butting up against 
limits of success within the American free 
enterprising system he said: “when .a 
Black man pioneers and creates a new 
multi-million dollar market the way Mr. 
Bell did, the corporate greats move in.” 
“These are critical times for Black 
enterprise in America,” according to Rev. 
Fauntroy. He said: ‘not since the post- 
reconstruction period has it been harder 
for a Black man to move beyond marginal 
existence into the mainstream of American 
enterprise.” 

According to released information, Al 
Bell, age 36, in connection with his Stax 
Records company, was charged with bank 
fraud in the federal court in Memphis. On 
this charge he was acquitted. However, his 
record company is still in the courts on a 
separate federal bankruptcy case. 

What happened to Stax Records, Inc., 
is similar to. what happened to 
Motown Records of Detroit. And, if we 
want to go way back, we can dig up Black 
Swan Records Co., organized by W.C. 
Handy (father of the blues) and, Harry 
Pace. . 

Pace & Handy Music Co., 
headquartered in New York City, put Ethel 
Waters and others stars and bands of the 
teens and early twenties on records, 
which, during this period, was just getting 


popular as the phonograph was being - 


perfected for the new sound. 

Another pioneer in this field was Perry 
Bradford. In his book, he reveals his trials 
and tribulations in trying to operate his 
record and music-booking business in 
competition with white companies. 

Starting something is much easier than 
continuing it. The failure of all of these 
Black owned companies go back to the 
Same cause: lack of a sound organization; 
good management and, proper handling of 
the cash flow so as to provide for 
arwaus operation and the payment of 

s. 

Unfortunately, Al Bell did not bother to 
Study the history of this field of business 
and learn how the game is played. 
Negroes have.. traditionally. been 
innovators and originators in the field of 
music, both as writers of the music and 
singers and performers. The public is less 
prejudice when it comes to being 
entertained. Color gives way to enjoyment. 
The purveyors of entertainment are sought 
after regardiess of race. As the product of 
js, i talent becomes commercially 
profitable, the competition for handling it 
become keener.

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The Black Swan records ran up against 
the competition of Okeh, Victor and 
Columbia records, all white owned. Then, 
when the market was firmly established, 
every record company entered the 
competition for a piece of the pie, The 
Black owned companies failed. 

Motown shook the musical and 
entertainment world with its introduction 
of the Supremes, the Jackson Five and, 
Aretha Franklin and others, A new era in 


entertainment was born. For a while’ 


Motown raked in the money. They moved 
their operations from Detroit to Hollywood: 
Today, Motown is in a struggle to survive. 

Al Bell in Memphis came up with 
another—innovation. Issac” Hayes 
skyrocketed into popularity with his new 
musical sounds. Stax Records was the 
pioneer. Its income quickly jumped into 
the millions, 

Like lions that get the smell of fresh 
meat, seeing these millions pouring into a 
Black company, white competition entered 
the field. Al Bell evidently was not 
prepared for this. Therefore, like his Black 
predecessors, he didn't have the 
pot megs know how to solidify: his 
cash flow position; nor the research to let 
him forsee the future. Nor did he have the 
booking potential to retain his talent; or 
the manufacturing recording facilities to 
produce his own records. refore, like 
Pace and Handy, and Motown, he was 


unprepared when the competition got hot. . 


| disagree with my friend Cong. 
Fauntroy. It is not race, it is lack of experi- 
ence and knowledge. In the dog eat dog 
competition in the world of business, 
success — attracts: competitors, it is not 
racial. Small white companies face the 
same problems, That is why the big 
conglomerates dominate the business 
world today. However, smali companies, 
well managed with adequate know-how, 
still can survive. 

The music-entertainment business is a 
fickle one. It is highly speculative and 
personalized, dealing with prima donnas. 
Hustlers and rip-off artist abound. All of 
these makes the business a hazardous 
one. Black artist do not necessarely have 
Black loyalty. ° 

‘It is unfortunate, that Negroes have not 
had the successes that they should have 
in this field. However, there is no 
substitute for knowledge and experience. 
And, it seems-that we learn little or 
nothing-from.the-past, or from-each other: 

Negroes are providing the talent today 
for a billion dollar industry. Negro record: 
buyers are sustaining a market that reaps 
in great profits. Yet, in the final analysis, 
the fabous profits from both of these 
operations, go ‘into the hands of whites 
because we as Blacks haven't as yet 
learned how to enable our race.to share in 


the earnings of our talent or our spending. |. 


It is unfortunate, but nevertheless it's a 
lesson we must learn. 


Unless Al Bell is facing up to these tacts 


as he tells his story of woe, he is not being 
truthful with his listeners. We cannot use 
race, as a crutch when the blame is our 
own. Maybe some day we will learn how to 
Play the game like the Italians and Jews

BY THE SKIN OF THE-TEETH 


The past. forthnight embraced two 
titanic, if not spectacular, struggles 
between characters familiar even to the 
dullest school child in America, and both 
were settled by the narrowest of margins 
We are, of course, referring to the so- 
called “great” debate between President 
Gerald Pord and his challenger Jimmy 
Carter, the Democratic Party standard 
bearer, and the Yankee Stadium encounter 
between Mohammad Ali, encoumbent 
heavyweight champion and his challenger 
Ken Norton. 

In Philadelphia, Ford and Carter 
engaged in a battle of words, under the 
prodding of a selected corps of news- 
papers (one a woman) and bored the hell 
out of some 90 million Americans who 
either had to listen or turn off their 
television sets. 

The debates, in which neither man came 
up with a new thought or a brilliant sally, 
merely served to establish the basic 
difference between the philosophy of the 
nation's two major political parties. The 
Democrats believe in deficit spending, and 
the Republicans believe that if there must 
be deficits, they should benefit the rich 
and upper middie classes of the nation 
who, for the most part, are the people who 
don't talk a lot, but who get out on 
election day and vote for their own 
interests; 

There is no way that Carter and his 
people can keep the many 
set forth in the Democratic 
without sending the country — 
insolvency and bankrupty, and there is no 
way that the Republicans can improve the 
economic climate’ of the nation while 
following policies that deliberately ignore 
the fact that nearly one tenth of the work 
force of the nation is peither at work or a 
force. 

There have been a number of nation- 
wide polls to discover who emerged as the 
winner in a photo finish. So far as Afro-

consider two highly educated white men, 
running their legs off all over the country 
and spending millions in advertising, for a 
job that pays less per year than the salary 
any top-flight business executive could 
command, .and you get a contrast that is 
literally cockeyed.

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GOP Writes Off Blacks? 


It is obvious that Republican campaign strategist 
haven't written off the black vote in Ohio. But with th 
Nov. 2 election just four weeks away, that seems to be 
the case. 

This suggestion is based on the cold fact that as o' 
this writing, blacks have been conspicuous by thei 
absence in Republican campaign activities in Ohio 
And even worse yet is the fact that as far as this writ 
could determine, no blacks are scheduléd to play 
statewide role in the campaign. ; 

While it is generally known that there are no black 
Republicans in the Congress, or holding any other 
major elective offices in Ohio or elsewhere in the 
nation, certainly there must be some black 
Republicans capable and willing to take the stump for 
the Grand Old Party and P t Gerald Ford. 

On the other hand, campaign activities among Ohio 
Democrats have been moving steadily forward, even 
though the leadership thus far has been primarily 
provided by troops in the Carter-Mondale camp. And 
while they have not brought any heavyweight black 
Democrats into the state on behalf of the Carter- 
Mondale ticket directly, they have reaped the benefit 
of speeches of black Carter faithfuls appearing here 
under the sponsorship of non-political groups, 

As an example, just last week, two prominent black 
Democrats, both nationally identified with the Carter 
forces, spoke here: Atianta’s pes Maynard Jackson 
was here last Wednesday to address the annual in- 
stallation banquet of the Central Ohio Minority Affairs 
representatives. 

Two days later, Georgia State Rep. Ben Brown, 
deputy. campaign manager for Carter, was the 
keynote speaker of the annual convention of Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio. He shared’ speaking 
honors with Mary Yates of Cleveland, the only black 
member of the Ohio Lottery Commission. ° 

Jackson and Brown, in television and radio inter- 
views, spoke of their relationship with the former 
Georgia governor and cited the accomplishments of 
the black people and Georgians in general under his 
administration. 

Two weeks earlier, U.S. Rep. Parren J. Mitchell of 
Maryland strongly supported Carter in a speech here 
at the Black Business Coalition banquet. 

But in addition to. ‘the out-of-state Carter-Mondale 
boosters, the 11 black State Representatives, nine 
whom are frantically campaigning for reelection, are 
certain to plug hard for the Democratic presidential 
ticket in their respective districts. 

Perhaps Republican strategists are counting upon 
staging an 11th hour blitz in a faint hope of arousing 
the interest of blacks, but by then there is a distinct 
possibility that the Carter-Mondale pitch by Jackson, 
Brown, Mitchell and other notable black Democrats 
will have been so convincing that black_voters. will 
have closed their minds to anything the Republicans 
may offer.

Library Gets Nannie... 
H. Burroughs Papers 


Nannie Helen Burroughs was a dreamer whose 
dreams came true. The story of her dreams, and her 
faith, vision and perseverance which made the 
dreams reality, lies within the correspondence, 
photographs and other memorabilia which form the 
contents of her extensive and richly varied papers 
presented to the Library of Congress September 22; 
1976. 


Nannie, as she was affectionately called, was a 
native of Orange, Va. and the only child of parents 
who were born in slavery. In 1883, when she was five 
she was brought to the District of Columbia by 
mother in order to continue her education in the 
public schools. In high school she majored i 
business and domestic science and graduated wit 
honors. She was disappointed when she was 
appointed to a domestic science teaching position 
the District schools. She said, “It broke me up at fir 
| had my life all planned out, to settle down 
Washington with my.mother,do that pleasant wo 
draw a good salary and be comfortable the rest of 
life (but) an idea struck out of the suffering of the 
Geenecneaes that | would some day have a schoo 
here in Washington that school politics had nothing 
to do with, and that would give all sorts of girls a fai 
chance, without political pull, to help them overcome 
whatever handicaps they might have. It came to me 
like a flash of light, and | knew | was to do that thing 
when the time came."" She devoted.the rest of her life 
to ip wig | educational and employmen 
opportunities for Afro-American women and girls! 

In 1909 she founded the National Training Schoo 
for Women and Girls, Inc. in Washington, D.C. on « 
six-acre farm on Benning Road purchased for $6,000. 
Through the now Progressive National Baptist 
Convention, for which she was for many years 
chairman of the Women’s Auxiliary, Dr.’ Burroughs 
raised more than $350,000 to purchase the present 10- 
acre site of the Nannie Helen Burroughs School at 
50th and Grant Streets, N.E. She gradually upgraded 
the school into a junior college as more vocational 
and professional positions became available to black 
women, ° 

The school is now co-educational, with a nursery 
and K-6 grades under a program instituted in 1961 by 
Dr. Burroughs’ chosen successor, Dr. Rebekah 
Calloway. st of the related activities are now 
conducted in the million-dollar administration- 
classroom building completed in 1972. — 

Dr. Burroughs also began at the school the 
publication of 14 periodicals, largely Baptist, of which 
the non-denominational The Worker currently has a 
quarterly circulation of 86,000 in the United States 
and four foreign countries. In addition to Providing a 
publications center for the Progressive National 
Baptist Convention, the campus regularly hosts 
religious meetings. “ 

Education and religion were two facets of this 
extraordinary woman's life. She was also active 
in civil rights and women's iy a endeavors, She was 
a member of the Frederick Douglass Historical and 
Memorial Association and as its historian for 
several years. , 

She was a moving orator and persuasive writer and 
was often in touch with many outstandin see of 
her time.

A white student, Jack™~a white man with a high 


Fredrick Grove, tried un- 

successfully to enter the 
, Veterinary College at OSU 

and has sued the school. 
*. He noted in his complaint 

that the school did allow a 

black woman with lower 

entrance grade to enroll, 
. but denied: him over 

; Several seasons. 

Mr. Grove may seem like 
an isolated case, but the 
denials black students 
have experienced for over 
a hundred years is astoun- 
ding. He has no idea what 
black students have had to 
face trying to enter 
professional schools in 
this country’s. universities. 
The black students knew it 
was because of their color 
that they were denied. 

Ethnic hate has 
dominated white educators 
for scores of years. There 
was that psychology 
professor at OSU who 
refused admission of black 
students to his class 

ause he claimed they 

id not have the. in- 
‘elligence to cope with his 
eachings. 
He finally let them enter 
hen he became aware 
the blacks had learned 
about his racial attitude 
and were thinking about it, 
in relation to the salary he 
as getting, which in- 
cluded some of their tax 
money. 

Mr. Grove does not know 
that the nation's univer- 
sities did not admit more 
than two black students a 
year to the medical, dental 
and other professional 
schools. Most of the black 
candidates were flunked 


out in the arts colleges, not. 


. Out of the schools, but out 
, of an admissable grade 
average. 

What has there been 
‘against Mr. Grove? One 
cannot know. Not only 
does a-racial attitude in- 
fluence admission 
decisions, but ethnic at- 
titudes overbalance fair 
decisions. 

A dean of a medical 
college hated an applicant 
because the youth was a 
Bohemian and the head of 
the school was of German 
extraction. He would not 
approve the student's ad- 
mission so the candidate 
transferred to another 
school, took a year or two 
of medicine, and then tried 
to transfer back to the 
original school, 

e@ dean still refused 
admission, so the youth 
returned: to the other 
medical school, finished 
his_studies and became an 
authority in the field of 
medicine. He applied for a 
teacher's job at the first 
school and was appointed. 
The dean could not ob- 


struct the trustees’ ap- 
pointment. 
The disappointed 


veterinarian candidate ex- 
periences what black 
students have always 
faced, not only in getting 
in’ schools but in em- 
ployment. He might feel a 
little bitter because a black 
woman was selected over 


entrance average, but 

many a black man has had 

to’ face negation in oppor- 

tunity when he knew that 
@ was better qualified 
han the white man who 
as selected. 


i Cannot be noted that 
he shoe is on the other 
‘oot now for it would be an 
unfair observation about 
the man who had no part 
in the denial of blacks in 


other cases, but it is on 


when the disappointed 
candidate to the veterinary 
schoo! noted that a black 
woman, with: lower grade 
average or entrance grade 
had been selected over 
him. 

Why was she selected 
over’ him? Because the 
national government is 
Putting money in the deal 
somehow and requires that 
there be no race 
discrimination and that the 
veterinary college selected 
her in order to avoid a 
charge of race 
discrimination? Could be. 

It is pretty awful to be 
turned down. You know it 
is not because of incom- 
petence but something 
else like race, sex or 
numerous” other’ im- 
pressions that militate 
against you. This Mr. 
Grove now knows about it 
but takes up arms against 
the something else in a 
million dollar lawsuit. 

What arms could black 
people, of those other 
years, bear against the ad- 
versary lurking in the 
background against one 
rightful gain? How many 
black boys. walk dejectedly 
away from an— employer 
knowing the color of his 
skin was the real reason 
for failure to be employed? 

Maybe what happened to 
Mr. Grove will bring him to 
understand the feelings of 
disappointed people 
knowing the obstacle to be 
a matter of complexion 
and, at some future date, if 
he is in a commanding 
position, he will consider a 
ob application by 
evaluating what he thinks 
the applicant can do rather 
than because the applicant 
is of another race. 

Maybe he will pass his 
feelings on to other white 
people who will catch on 
to the practice of fairness. 
He, a white man, was by- 
passed but doesn't know 
why: The black man-does 
guess why when he is tur- 
ned down. In either case, 
disappointment is 
Spiritually devastating to 
the unchosen. 

It can be conjectured 
that the choosers preferred 
a black lady to Mr. Grove, 
for up to 1000 students 
were admitted beginning 
each term. While there 
cannot be appreciation of 
the story taking a racial 
slant by the note that 
“even” a black female got 
in with low test grades, Mr. 
Grove has learned that we 
can understand ~ his 
feelings about having been 
treated unfairly.

And this is the 
first increase the schools will have received since 1968. 


What other sources of school funding are available? 


In addition.to levies on real estate, Columbus Schools 
receive funds from the State Foundation program. This 
State money, plus the renewal levy, amount to 60% of our 
operating funds, so you can see how important they are.

The principal of the 
school may correct or 
destroy pupil information 
deemed to be inaccurate, 
misleading or in violation 
of the pupil's rights.
